‘Mr Lubin told a Press_con- 
ference, «The United States 
Government Is of the iirm 
opinion that one, of the biggest 
deterrents to real econoini« 
developments in many countries 
is the system of land tenure, 
taxation measures and agricul- 
tural credit.” : 

His resolution asks govern-
